The irrita­ 
tion caused by the use of a few wools 
heretofore classed as carpet wools be­ 
ing used for clothing purposes has been 
remedied by transferring such wools to 
the clothing wool (‘lasses, but the duty 
on clothing wool has l>een restored to 
the rate of the act of 1890.

eign countries by which he will lower 
the duties on certain goods in return for 
reciprocal or equivalent concessions to 
products or m anufa lures of the United 
States. 
It further i rovides that "with 
a view to secure reciprocal trade” with 
foreign governm ents the president, when 
lie is statisfied that any governm ent of a 
country or colony of such govenrment 
exporting to the United States coffee, 
tea. or hides impose duties or other e x ­ 
actions upon agricultural, m anufactured 
or other products of the United States 
which he m ay deem to be “ reciprocally 
unequal and unreasonable,” shall 
have 
the power to suspend by proclamation 
“ the free introduction of such coffee, 
tea, and hides, raw or uncured, whethei 
dry , salted or piekeled;

goat 
skins, raw, 
without 
wool, 
unm anfac- 
tured; and skins, except sheepskins with 
the wool on. of the products of such 
country or colony for such time as he 
shall deem just.”

shall be: Ooffeee, .5 cents per pound; 
tea, 10 cents: hides, Angora goat skins,

K ing G eorge of the H el­ 
lenes, for exam ple, is a t pre se n t po w er­ 
less be n eath the stress of public s e n ti­ 
m ent. 
Doubtless he a g rees w ith tha t 
sentim ent. 
P ut if lie did not, and tried 
to oppose and to suppress it, ho would 
probably be sw ept from his thro n e by a 
revolution. 
And in the second pla c e : 
the closest kinship betw een sovereig ns 
is not the slig hte st pledge of a m ic a ble ! 
relations. 
For instance, ta k e the d y n a stie s of 
G re a t B ritain and Russia. 
In the last

Em press was the sister of the P rin c e ss 
of W ales, and the presen t E m press is a 
g r a n d d a ug hte r of Q ueen V ictoria. Y et 
antagonism between the two re a lm s 
has been unconcealed and the se rela- j 
tions ha ve done n o thing to a lla y 
it. 
G re a t B rita in and G erm an y a re a t log­ 
g e rhe a d s, and the G e rm a n E m pe ro r is 
personally a bitte r foe of E n g la n d ; y e t 
j tha t E m pe ro r is a g ran dson

j English Queen. An equally impressive, 
e x a m ple to the sam e effect is given

Jewell, like all men brought np to 
learn a trade, and w ho afterw ard gained 
prominence in affairs, m ade now and 
then unconscious revelations of his early 
training. 
D uring one of tin* cam paigns 
in which he w as engaged he found him ­ 
self at a country hotel where the table 
was bounteous, bnt the rooms few and 
small.

When af (lie court of St. Petersburg, 
h» ‘ proffsscd great interest in Russian 
industries and was shown through many 
of the m anufactories there. 
By and by 
there came an opportunity t«# go through 
a factory where Russia leather was m an 
ufactured. 
Jew ell w as all sm iles and 
eourt-'sifs and seemed profoundly inter 
ested in those things w hich really did 
not interest him and w holly blind to the 
very things he w ent to that place to 
see. 
But he was not so blind as they 
| thought. When he cam e out of that, fae 
tory , lie had discovered, as he believed, 
the process, and he brought the discov 
i cry back to this country w ith him, so 
that by and by the U nited Stales began 
: to turn out a very good article of leather 
I resembling the Russian product. — P hil 
' adulphia Press.

I have run about the United States a 
good deal for the last 8 0 y ears and have 
made memory notes of such climatic 
peculiarities as have come under my ob­ 
servation. 
The place having the widest range of 
temperature of any w ith which I am 
familiar is Fort Keogh, in the Yellow­ 
stone valley . 
Not infreq uently in the 
winter the mercury tumbles down to 50 
degrees below zero, and it has been 
known in sum m er to climb up to 120 
degrees above. Here is an ex treme range 
of 17 0 degrees, and y et people manage 
to live very comfortably there the y ear 
round. 
In the early summer the grass 
on the plains and hills turns brown and 
y ellow, and all green vanishes from the 
wide landscape ex cept where a fringt 
of cottonwood trees skirts a watercourse. 
It is a peculiarity of the ex treme high 
temperature in the arid regions that y ou 
do not perspire at all—that is, y ou do 
not sensibly perspire. 
The moisture is 
all evaporated from y our skin as fast as 
it is formed bv the ex treme dry ness of 
the air. 
The heat is not nearly so op­ 
pressive, however, as it is at a tempera 
ture of 8 0 or 9 0 degrees along the A t­ 
lantic seaboard. 
If y ou are indoors oi 
under the shade of u tret*, y ou are q uite 
comfortable. 
Any thing that will break the fierce 
ray s of the sun is sufficient to relieve 
y ou from all oppression from the high 
temperature. Traveling some y ears ago 
across the hot, billowy plain ot the great 
basin of the Columbia w ith a camping 
party looking up a route for a railroad, 
we came to a huge colum nar, rock of 
black basalt. The day was intensely hot. 
We stopped the teams, and. throwing 
ourselves down on the shady side of the 
rock, wc recallcdthe phrase in the Bible 
about “ the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land” and realized that a little 
shade meant as much to the people of 
arid Palestine as to us tired travelers in 
arid America. 
The hottest place m the United States 
is 
unq uestionably 
Death 
valley , in 
southern California. Jt is about 
200 feet 
below the sea 
level and is rimmed 
around with 
black, hare mountains. 
Birds fly ing across this valley in 11 m* 
heated season often drop dead. 
Borax 
is foun I here, but the mining pr<x *esses 
cease in the; heat of midsummer 
1 read 
somewhere of a party of men x vho en 
tered the valley in July , knowing until 
iug of tlu? deadly heat, and who pro 
served their lives by ly ing all day in the 
w a te ro ’ a little stream that came out of 
the mm ntains and was soon dried up in 
the tierce ray s of the sun. 
They were 
glitd to eseajie undei the cooling shades 
of night 
Tht* raini» *st place in the United State* 
is Ncah bay , on the strait of Fuea, m 
th« * state of Washington 
it actually 
rains <*very day in the y ear, and the 
total annual precipitation is nearly 100 
inches. 
There i* an Indian reservation 
on the bay 
The natives have a very 
pretty knack of 
making ornamental 
basins and curving wooden bowls, which 
they decorate* w ith high colors 
The most remarkable climatic barrier 
in the United States is that of the Cas­ 
cade mountains, in Washington. In w in 
ter time tin* railway train toils up the 
eastern slope of these mountains between 
walls of snow higher than tie* roofs oi 
the ears in a long winding lane scooped 
out by the rotary plow. 
Once through 
the tunnel on the Northern Pacific, or 
over the switch hack tin the Great North 
ern, y ou suddenly leave x viutei behind 
y ou, and, w hirling down tin* western 
slope of the mountains, in less thau an 
hour y ou meet the full spring The grass 
is green, waterfowl swim on the rivers 
and bay s, the crows are holding then 
annual conventions in the tree tops with 
much oratorical clamor, and when y ou 
arrive at Tacoma y ou find the flowers 
blooming in the doory ards The change 
seems magical and is as great 
if y ou 
should start from Chicago in January 
and travel to the gulf of Mex ico, y et tin* 
whole distance y ou have traversed to 
bring about this wonderful transform a 
tion is less than 100 miles 
The most peculiar clim atic region 
with which I am familiar is the Puget 
sound basin, in the state of Washington. 
It is separated from the ocean on the 
west by the rugged snow clad range of 
the Oly mpic mountains, and it.- eastern 
boundary is the still loftier range of the 
Cascades 
The sound is connected with 
the Pacific by the broad strait of Juan 
de Fuea, and up this strait pours 
a great 
volume of moist air, brought by tin 
Japan current from far out to sou 
The 
mountains of Vancouver island on one 
side and the Oly mpics on the other make 
of the strait an enormous funnel and 
the moisture laden winds are condensed 
against the cold, snowy ranges on eithei 
hand and are precipitated in freq uent 
showers upon th« * -bores of tin* sound. 
It rarely snows there, but it rains a lit 
tie almost every day from October to 
June. 
The result is to produce a deuse 
vegetable growth in the forest consisting 
of immense trees—firs, heml(x *ks, spruces 
and cedars— and of undergrowth so 
dense that it is almost impossible to 
force y our way through it without hard 
work with an ax . 
A St. Paul man of 
my acq uaintance went out to that region 
to see what he called his farm. He owns 
a tract of land five or six miles from 
Oly mpia, the capital of the state, and 
had often boasted about that farm to his 
acq uaintances. He set out from Oly mpia 
ou horseback to view the land, but after 
three hours’ hard struggle in the forest 
he turned back without even getting 
bight of Ins possessions, and was follow­ 
ed as far as the clearing by a cougar, 
which hastened his progress by its dis­ 
m al and menacing 
howls.— Chicago 
Times Herald.

The prize wonder in the shape of a 
clock is the invention of a Russian Polo 
Mamed <Toldfadon. 
The inventor is a 
tloekmaker of Warsaw and boasts that 
he worked over 2,000 day s on this time 
keeping oddity . 
The clock represents a 
railway station, w ith w aiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket offices 
and a very pretty and natural platform, 
well lighted and having in its center a 
flower garden and a spouting fountain. 
There are also signal box es, lights, 
switches, water tanks— in fact, every ­ 
thing used in conjunction with a well 
regulated railway station. 
There is a 
dial in the center tower, which shows 
time at New York, Pi king, Warsaw and 
London. 
Every q uarter of an hour tin* 
station begins to show signs of life. 
First all of the little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
the head automaton going through the 
form of sending a dispatch to the effect 
that “ tip* line is clear.” Then the door 
o p e n s , and 
u p o n the platform appear 
the station master and his assistants. 
Nex t a l o n g line of little figures file up 
to the m iniature ticket office. 
After this the porters app« *ar, carry ing 
luggage, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halt s liefore the platform of the sta­ 
tion house. While the train is w aiting a 
miniature figure tests the wheels and 
ax les with a tiny hammer, another 
pumps wafer into the tank of the en­ 
gine, while a third busies himself stow ­ 
ing away small lumps of coal in the sil­ 
ver plated tender. 
There is one signal 
of the boll, whereupon the door of the 
single coach opens, and the little figures 
slide in oil an almost invisible wire, 
the opening closing after them. 
A sec­ 
ond tap of the bell is the signal for the 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel carrier 
to retire into the station house. 
After the third signal the whistle 
gives two touts, and the train q uickly 
disappears in a tunnel opposite to the 
one from which it emerged five minutes 
before. 
When the train is out of sight, 
the station master and Ids assistants 
leave the platform, the doors close Is* 
hind them, and they all retire to the 
other side of the station house, where, 
at the ex piration of 15 minutes, the 
train again appears, and th« * passengers 
file out and seat themselves in the build 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around the station house.— St. Louis 
Republic.

general assembly . 
In the Thirty -second 
assem bly he was elected to the senate 
and has ever since been identified with 
that body as a member. 
This is his 
eighth successive session. 
His teoord 
is equalled only by that of Lorenzo D 
W hiting of Bureau county , who served 
in the house in the T w enty -sixth ses­ 
sion and in the senate from the Twenty - 
seventh to the Thirty -fourth sesshms, in 
elusive. 
Charles Bogardus of Paxton has the 
distinction of having served in the house 
two sessions and in the senate 
f iv e .«**.« 
sions consecutively . J ohn Humphrey of 
Cook county has served twice in the 
house and six times in the senate suc­ 
cessively . 
Daniel D. Hunt of DeKalb 
who is still a conspicuous figure in the 
senate, is now on his fourth session in 
that body , having previously served two 
terms in the house. 
J oseph P. Maho­ 
ney , Democratic leader of the senate in 
this session, has the most striking rec­ 
ord of the y ounger men of the assembly . 
He is now giving his tw elfth y ear of 
continuous service to the state, having 
been three times a member of the house, 
and now serving his fourth session in 
the senate. 
In the earlier history of the state Will­ 
iam R. Archer of Pike, Zadoc Casey of 
J efferson, and Newton Cloud of M< rgan, 
all distinguished members of the con­ 
stitutional convention of 1847, have long 
legislative service to their credit. 
Con­ 
rad Will of J ackson county , with his 
live sessions in the senate and four in 
the house holds the state record up to 
this time. 
M erriain anil llis Cap. 
Colonel J onathan Merriam of Taze­ 
well county , one of the mos« striking 
figures in the Forth th genral assembly , 
and now 6." y ears old. was first elected 
to the house in 1868, when the present 
speaker, by the way , was but :i y ears 
of age.

Speak­ 
ing about ii the other day , 
he colonel 
said he was thrust aside heca isc hi was 
too frank about how he would vote on 
certain measures which were to b* in­ 
troduced during the session 
To this 
frankness and his eonsequer t 
ousting 
from the house, Colonel Merriam at­ 
tributes the early confidence of the peo­ 
ple of his district reposed in him when, 
n 1869, they made him a member of the 
constitutional convention of that y ear. 
He had been off in the north visiting 
and the first he knew of the new honor 
was when he read of his election in a 
Chicago paper, while on a train en route 
home. 
Though horn in Vermont, the 
colonel has been a resident of Illinois 
over sixty y ears, and is thoroughly west­ 
ern in spirit and in living. 
He looks 
down on m e ‘ men simply because he 
is taller than they , and he has alway s 
had the reputation of never fearing to 
"speak out in meetin’.” 
He is known, 
not so much hy the company he keeps, 
as by the cap he wears. 
It is a cap that 
n a s little respect fur season« . 
It is as 
likely to appear in J une as in Decem­ 
ber. 
R evolution s in Peru. 
The announcement that a number of 
Illinois men would like to represent "Un­ 
cle Ham" in foreign m inistries or con­ 
sulates for the new adm inistration at 
W ashington has put R epresentative A. 
J . Daugherty of Peoria county Into a 
reminiscent frame of mind 
Mr. D augh­ 
erty w as minister to Peru during three 
y ears of the Harrison administration. It 
is significant of his experience there that 
he expresses no 
desire 
for the post 
again. 
In some respects he found the 
clim ate deligtfui. 
There are no thun­ 
der storms, no lightning, no snow, and 
plenty of sunshine. 
He w as most dis­ 
tressed, he said, by the evidences of e x ­ 
treme poverty on all sides, and the to­ 
tal lack of hope of th>* poorer classes 
that th« *ir condition might he amelior­ 
ated. 
Revolutions in that country , according 
to Mr. Daugherty , do not indicate dis­ 
content on th» * part of the common peo­ 
ple. 
They have no higher ideals than 
their ow n indolent lives, and are so im­ 
potent that a revolution originating with 
them would he a paradox. 
Revolutions 
are the glory of the rich, 
it is their j 
way of striving for position and inilu- i 
**noe among their fellows. 
In his car- 
j 
cature of Germany Mark Twain ad­ 
vances the theory that rank in society 
is indicated by the size of manure piles 
in bac k y ards. 
According to Represen- j 
tativc Daugherty ’s story of the people 
■of Peru, one's standing in society and 
in the commercial world there depends ; 
in the number of revolutions he has 
furnished. 
The rich are rapacious, and 
instead of rely ing on their own efforts 
and business ability , they inflame their 
faction against that of a J ealous rival, 
and if the revolution succeeds, the pro­ 
moter likewise succeeds and is the com­ 
mercial prince until another wrests the 
laurel from him in the same tumultu­ 
ous manner. 
Revision of R evenue I .awn. 
Representative 
Charles 
E. 
Selby , 
/^airman of the house committee on 
revenue, expresses the opinion thal it 
will be useless to attempt a sweeping re­ 
vision of 'he revenue law during the 
present session on account of the great 
amount of other work which the pres- 
i 
ent general assembly has mapped out 
for itself. 
He say s he was misrepre- j 
sented in the published statement that 
he was opposed to the calling of a spe­ 
cial session for revising the revenue sy s­ 
tem of the state. 
On the other hand, 
he believes it is the only way a satis­ 
factory overhauling may be made. With 
no appropriations or other local legisla­ 
tion to look after, the interests of the 
rarious sections of the state, he say s, 
"would not be play ed against each other. 


The attention of the legislature could be 
onct titrated on the subject without any 
erting influences and a bill could be 
drafted which would remedy existing 
evils of taxation and give general satis­ 
faction. 
Mr. Selby say s he does not be­ 
lieve the argum ent that a special ses­ 
sion would cost the state 
too much 
money in its present financial condition 
is a valid one. 
On the contrary , he be­ 
lieves it would prove to be, in the long 
run, the most economical and satisfac­ 
tory transaction the people of the state I 
could enter into, and especially so if the 
law agreed upon should he such as to 
remove the defects of the present sy s­ 
tem 
.Iu« t am i E quitable A*He« sment. 
The revenue committees are concern­ 
ing whems Mves 
especially 
with 
the 
drafting of a bill which shall secure 
n 
just and equitable assessment of all 
the wealth of the state and secure the 
listing of all property . 
Measures 
in­ 
tended to accomplish this purpose and 
correct some of the evils of the pres­ 
ent plan of assessment will doubtless 
l» e offered during this session, but as j 
for a complete revision of the sy stem, 
that is considered practically out of the 
question. 
It is Mr. Selby ’s idea that 
the state will come sooner or later to i amj 
the enactment of a law along the es­ 
sential lines of the Dill drafted by the 
revenue commission of 1885 of which 
the late Hon. Milton Hay , one of the 
most distinguished constitutional jur­ 
ists of the state, was a guiding mind. 
The visit of Charles T. Verkes, the 
Chicago street railway 
magnate, 
to 
Springfield, is said to have marked an 
epoch in legislative lobby ing in Illinois. 
Capitalists who are reputed to he multi­ 
millionaires 
attract 
attention 
every ­ 
where and at any time, and when a 
man 
combines 
great 
wealth 
with 
the marvelous business audacity of Mr. 
Yerkes, he becomes doubly interesting. 
There was no question that the visit 
of Mr. Yerkes caused a ripple of e x ­ 
citement among the legislators. 
The 
custom of men like Mr. Yerkes is to 
have accredited representatives on the 
ground to lobby for them, and when he 
appeared here in person, the innovation 
was at once appreciated. 
He was giv­ 
en a hearing in the afternoon before 
the joint committees of the house and 
senate on railroads and in the evening I 
following, the informal discussions in ! 
the hotel were decidedly 
interesting. 
There were 
comments 
of 
"Isn’t he 
smooth? ” and "He is the best 1 evn 
heard,” and similar expressions. 
'I'lii' I’rinrt* of Lobby ists. 
It seemed to be the general agree- I 
ment that of all the lobby ists who have 
struck Springfield in recent y ears, Mr. I 
Yerkes is the prince. 
Th** impression 
he gave was that of a man who had 
nothing to conceal. 
He revealed m at­ 
ters of a private character that busi­ 
ness men usually keep to themselves. 
He not only answered all 
questions1 
promptly , but he elaborated more fully 
than the members expected. 
He was 
y frank in say ing what 
he 
wanted and what he did not want. He 
seeine i to h i ,« • a thorough grasp 
of 
every detail of his great business en­ 
terprises. 
His answers to quick vol- 
ey s of all kinds of queries were clear, i 
concise and to the point. 
Whether or 
j 
not he secures w hat he wishes, he will j 
be remembered for the masterly sty le 
in which he presented his interests for! 
consideration by the legislature. 
Enough has been said to members 
I 
here and at home Dy their constituents 
to make it sure its advocates will have 
onsiderablc trouble in getting through 
the legislature a bill providing for uni­ 
form text books to be furnished free 
hy the state. 
Such a measure will have 
the indorsement of Governor Tanner, 
j 
as was stated in his inaugural address, 
but it is likely to encounter serious ob­ 
stacles before it 
reaches him, if. in- I 
deed, it reaches that stage at all. 
So 
far as outward appearances here are i 
concerned, the publishing firms do not 
j 
seem to be making active opposition to 
the proposed measure, but it has been 
attacked in advance by those who pat­ 
ronize parochial schools on the ground 
that it would be unjust to the parents I 
of such pupils to tax them for text 
books which they would not use, while 
at the same time they would be obliged j 
to pay from their own pockets for the 
books used in* the parochial schools. It 
is this view of the 
law 
which 
has 
prompted massmeetings in some places I 
to protest against the enactment of such 
j 
a measure. 
Fear« Expressed by Koine. 
In addition to these complaints, oth­ 
ers have been advanced by citizens of 
the state in an endeavor to show that 
th** law would be impracticable 
and | 
unsatisfactory in its operation. 
The j 
fear is expressed from some sources 
that the law would necessitate, for 
a 
time at least, the use of text books in­ 
ferior to those now found in the public 
schools. 
These and a host of other ob­ 
jections not anticipated at the begin­ 
ning of the session have been suggest­ 
ed. and if they do not avail in defeating 
the bill, they will give the opponents 
of the bill on the floor plenty of mater­ 
ial for extended debate, and for that 
reason an interesting struggle is looked 
I for when the free uniform text book 
I bill comes up for passage. 
Some who 
! are in favor of such a 
law 
express 
i themselves averse to the plan of hav­ 
ing the books made by convicts of the 
penitentiaries. 
This objection has been 
offered by two classes of people—first, 
by those who are fearful it would in­ 
trude too much on the domain of free 
labor, and second, by those who are 
sentimentally opposed to forcing upon 
their children books made by the crim­ 
inals of the state. 
The idea, they say , 
is repugnant to them, and they let the 
matter go at that. 
When the time is 
ripe, an influx of publishers is expect­ 
ed to bring their influence 
to 
bear 
against the bill. 
tteap|>o’‘tion iiien t. 
It is aiso intimated, notwithstanding 
the assurances of some of the members 
of the committees on apportionment, 
that a vigorous fight will be made on 
the proposed scheme of redistrictingthe 
state 
judiciary . 
The 
assertion 
has 
been made that there will be no trouble 
in passing an apportionment hill with 
an emergency clause, 
but close 
ob- ii 
servers of the situation say the promise 
is an extravagant one; that unexpect­ 
ed opposition is likely to develop be­ 
fore the bill as now drafted becomes a 
law. 
However, the 
Republican 
mem­ 
bers console themselves with the po­ 
sition that the mergency clause need 
not be attached to make the proposed 
law effective for the approaching judi­ 
cial elections. 
Some of the Democratic 
members take issue with 
them, and 
therein is a possible basis for a strug­ 
gle in the courts, although it is claimed 
the point involved has already been 
passed upon by the supreme court.

New York affor 1 a means of livelihood 
to a num ber of women whose work does 
not appear conspicuously in the results 
as im portant as it really is. The lists of 
m any of the hostesses that entertain in 
this way are taken charg e of by y oung 
women who m ake a business « if sending 
out invitations, overlooking lists and 
g enerally superintending the entire dis­ 
tribution of the invitations. This neces­ 
sitates a revision of the names and the 
omission of all who happen to be no 
long er available for so« 'iul entertain­ 
m ents from one cause or another. 
The 
women who attend to w ork of this kind 
relieve the hostess of all further respon­ 
sibility than tln> delivery to her of the 
invitations 
This is a particular relief 
to the people in society who happen to 
spend any considerable part of their 
tim e in Europe and are unfam iliar w ith 
tin- chang es that take place in New 
York. One y oung woman and her m oth­ 
er have for several y ears made a very 
g ood living out of work of this kind. 
are a half dozen or more who 
devote th eir tim e to it. At m any of the 
larg e balls a hostess never ex{>eets to 
know personally all the people she in­ 
vites. 
Some of them play no more im- 
portant part in her acquaintance than a 
place on her visiting list', and, th at dis­ 
tinction having once been g ained, it is 
likely to be secure until som ething very 
/erious hap p en s. 
One of the duties of 
til3 women who make a business of this 
sort of thing is to see that invitations do 
not g o to people whose friends would b« 
g rieved by the sug g estion of their at 
tending a ball.— New York Sun.
